LONDON, Dec, 20.—Tho 
memorial 


service for the late* Ambassador "White- 
Jaw Reid celebrated today in Westmin- 
ster Abbey was an Impressive cere- 
mony. The honor'of such a service In 
Great Britain's most historic cathedral 
has on only few occasions been accord- 
ed to any hut British subjects of great 
distinction.

All the congregation was dressed in the 
deepest black/ Tho robes of the clergy 
and the choir apd'thc flames'from the 
cluster of candles-before the altar were 
the only Hpots of color against the dark 
atone wall lined with tablets and busts.

There is one In- the Pitt! Gallery 


Florence, a very fine ono which Is 
credited to Buonholentl, the celebrated 
architect.

Presipio, and to carve thi 
figures, when he was only in hi; 
teens.

at Bethlehem Is very dear to the 
children of today and Is always a 
sociated with tender memories of the 
blessed Christmas-tide. 


In somo of the. churches la Italy

ilege of pulling them and gently rock- 
Ing tho Holy Child. 


For weeks before Christmas one
